Some of our most embar¬

Of course, no high 
personage who has pledged 
himself to be an officer and 
a gentleman could be guilty 
of collusion, so all the Pen¬ 
tagon chiefs must have been 
In complete ignorance of 
what was going on. 

But that is embarrassing, 
too. To admit complete igno¬ 
rance of anything so big 
makes one wonder if spies 
could also escape detection 
there.

A PRESS DISPATCH says 
every congressman now is 
allowed to hire help costing 
Uncle Sam $40,000 a year. 
And what do all those help¬ 
ers do? Primarily, it is their 
job to get the congressman 
reelected, one of them often 
being a trained publicity 
man.
